Lexington, Ky., AuKU8t28-In 
tho belief th.u t h e Kentucky 
-tatue providing for county .ip- 
pointments to the University of 
Kentucky is unconstitutional. 
President Henry S. Bariter, 9 f 
the university, hu asked Attor- 
<Jeneral Logan for an opinion. 
The question at issue is w hether 
the statue provides for illepral 
discrimination in favor of t h e 
^identa who avail themselves of 
the opportunity to accept the ap- 
pointment. The attorney e n 
eral will give his opinion in writ- 
inK and a test suit may be filed 
to determine the law. 

If the section i^ declared uncon- 
stitutional, about 300 students 
of . the university will be aff ected 
and about $6,000 saved annually 
for the state. County appointees 
receive free rooms at the univer- 
aty donnitories and have their 
railroad fares, both ways, refund- 
ed at the end of the school term 
cub year. The law provides 
for appointments after competi- 
tive examination in the various 
euoaties of the state by the coun- 
lar superintendents. Receipts 
for railnwd fares are filed at the 
beffiningof the year with t h e 
aniversity business agent The 
qrstem has been in affect for I'o 
years, in which time a consi ier- 
able sum of money has been re- 
turned to students by the stat". 
Tuition at the university is now 
free to all. whether eounty!ap- 
poiotee or not
